§8-302. SURETY ON BOND MAY CITE TRUST OFFICERS FOR ACCOUNTING

Whenever any surety on any bond has reason to believe that the trust officer has depleted or is wasting or
mismanaging the estate, the surety may cite the trust officer before the judge of probate as provided in section
3-110. If upon hearing the judge is satisfied that the estate held in trust by such officer has been depleted,
wasted or mismanaged, he may remove the trust officer and appoint another in hisstead. [ 1979, c.
